PORTUGUESE, IN A LOW-KEY MANNER, WITH INFORMATION ON 
VARIOUS ASPECTS OF THE AGREEMENT, ALONG THE LINES OF 
REYKJAVIK 1415 AND AS SUGGESTED IN USNATO 5769, UNLESS 
EMBASSY LISBON PERCEIVES PROBLEMS OR EMBASSY REYKAVIK 
HAS EURTHER THOUGHTS. 

2. IT WOULD SEEM ADVISABLE THAT GOP RECEIVE ACCURATE 
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INEORMATION ON IDE AGREEMENT, IN CASE CERTAIN ELEMENTS 
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INCORRECTLY BELIEVE OR WOULD LIKE TO BELIEVE ITS PRO- 
VISIONS WOULD RELATE AS WELL TO LAJES AND/OR IT WAS A 
BONANZA EOR ICELAND WHICH GOP MIGHT WELL SEEK TO HAVE 
EMULATED.

APPROACHES EOR INEORMATION YOU SHOULD INEORM DEPARTMENT 
OE SUCH APPROACHES ALONG WITH SUGGESTED RESPONSE EOR 
CONSIDERATION AND APPROVAL BY THE DEPARTMENT.
